Ths questions to be discussed during the present 
session are the "Chinese Sugar Cane," ''The neces- 
sity of having a more perfect knowledge of the min- 
eral necessities of our own crops developed;" "Me- 
teorological observations for the benelit of Agricul- 
ture. - * '"Manures and Fertilizers," "The disease 
known as the Hog Cholera," "The improved Ken- 
tucky sheep," "Agricultural colleges and farm 
schools," and "The agricultural politics of the coun- 
try." 

At the election for officers of the society, Gen. 
Tench Tilghman, of Maryland, was elected presi- 
dent for the ensuing year. Odin Bowie, of Mary- 
land, was also elected one of the vice presidents, 
and John Merryman, of Maryland, appointed on the 
executive committee, and highly complimentary 
resolutions were adopted in reference to the services 
of the retiring president, Marshall P. Wilder, who 



Pkok. rim !»■■*■ Lkcttiu: ox Art. — This fine 
performance riveted the attention of a large audi- 
ence iu the Masonic Temple last night for upwards 
of an hour and a half. The first portion of the lec- 
ture way a simple historical sketch, and especially 
entertaining. Beginning with the rise of Art, the 
lxturer traced its course, a silver thread running 
through the tis: ue of history, as it i«, with a felicity 
of selection, and a graphic force, which, considering 
the extent and tempting beauties of the field, were 
truly admirable. The sketch was enriched as well 
as enlivened by a variety of significant anecdotes, 
deftly woven into the main texture. 

In expounding the laws of taUe in Art, Prof. Holy- 
oke cited approvingly what we conceive to be one of 
the greatest 1 f Buskin's heresies, but immediately 
applied it with so sure and just an instinct that the 
dictum lost nearly all its conspicuous defects. The 
Professor, in yielding to his own vivid, uncorrupted 
sense of art, burst the shackles of the eloquent here- 
tic with a most instructive aid delightful facility. 
So effectually dees nature rectify the errors of human 
subtlety. 

Prof. Holyoke's survey of American Art was per- 
haps the mot impassioned and eloquent portion o*" 
his very charming lecture. The view, though not 
at all nattering to the taste of our people, was strict- 
ly just, and elicited the warm approval of the audi- 
ence. The j>oem with which the Professor appro- 
priately concluded his lecture is one of great delic. - 
cy and beauty, and was read with remarkable effect. 
It excited deep admiration. 

At the close of the lecture, Prof. Holyoke kindly 
volunteered to r«ad an act from Shakspeare's Htnry 
VIII, and did it with thrilling power. The entire 
reading was masterly, but we think the rendering 
of the passage in which Wolsey ruddenlv discovers 
that he has "touched the highest point" of all his 
greatness, and that of the famous solil oquy in which 
he bids his greatness • "long farewell," were nearly 
if not quite perfect. Prof. Holyoke's gifts and ac- 
coinplishments as an elocutionist are certainly won- 
derful. His elocution richly deserves the high pr ti e 
it ha» won. It struck us, indeed, during the delivery 
of the lecture, as somewhat lacking in freshness and 
propriety, as a little too largely tinctured with the 
conventional manner of the East, as, in short, form- 
al rather than vital, but, after hearing the reading 
from Shak?peare, we confess'we have uot'/mg criti- 
cal to say. 

Prof. Holytke's entertainment next Thursday 
night will consist purely of readings. We earnestly 
advise everybody to attend who has any relish for 
the higher charms of elocution.

AFFAIKS AT FRANKFURT.

Very little was accomplished by the General Af- 
BMBblj to day. The tesoiutious offered by Senator 
Ripley, which you have published at length, ar.d 
which depricate certain sentiments expres:ed by 
Mr. Buchanan in his late annual message, in which 
the President recommends a general bankrupt law, 
were the special order. Senator Ru*t ottered a sub- 
stitute for the resolutions, which resolutions and 
substitute elicited some debate. Mr Kipk-y taade 
an able speech in defence of bis resolutions, in which 
he sustained his high reputation as a statesman. 
The consideration of the resolutions aad substitute 
was finally postponed. 

The Governor transmitted to the C,3neral Assem- 
bly to-day the reports of the President of the State 
Board of Internal Improvements and of tne State 
Geologist, which wereordend to bi j rit.ted. 

The following House bills were pas:ed by the 
Senate to-day; A bill for the benefit of common 
Is in Paducah; a bill to prevent the ! ■ traction 
of fish in the Kentucky river; a bill to allow railroad 
compani«s to make certain mutual contracts, and a 
bill incorporating the Bardstown and Bioomfield 
Turnpike lioad Company. 

The bill which was reported on Saturday by Mr. 
Johnson, relating to the contract with the keeper of 
the penitentiary, which provides that the keeper 
shall pay the sum of $8,000 for the use of the peni- 
tentiary, instead of $6,000 as heretofore, was con- 
sidered in both houses to-day. A protracted debate 
ensued upon the merits of the bill, and various pro- 
positions were made to amend the measure. A pa- 
per was read from Mr. Ward, the present keeper, 
proposing to pay the sum of $12,000 per an. urn for 
the penitentiary. Several honorable members ex- 
hibited great Inconsistency by voting against the 
proposition to lease the penitentiary for tne sum of 
$12,000, merely to place $4,000 per annum in the 
pocket of a partizau. Capt. Jackson clearly threw 
this responsibility upon the shoulders of the majori- 
ty iu the House, who had evinced a disposition to 
withhold a paltry appropriation to the State Agri- 
cultural Society and to the Normal School, but who 
were so oblivious to the interests of the State as to 
throw away $4,000 per annum upon a political 
riend. 

The bill finally passed the House without amend- 
ment in the form in which it came from the commit 
tee. It was so amended in the Senate, however, as 
to compel the Keeper of the Penitentiary to pay 
• by that body. I 
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Wokk F.-K Rainy Days. — A distinguished . i- 
v'me in New England once p'eache-I a sermon oa the 
moral uses of rainy da vs. The heavens have been 
preaehing so much in the same strain the | ast three 
or four months that the topic will at least l>e season- 
able. They have come in season an 1 out of bmbsbl 
-o that the farmers who had not had forecast to pro- 
vide for them have had occasion for miBBjilBiiil of 
lost time. 

The farmer, of necessity, pursues the most of his 
lalxjrs under the open ssies; and, unless he cm sup- 
ply his U-vs and men with employment nn'ie- c - 
«.r, rainy Jays muit be lost. Some, iudeed, work 
men and cattle through all weather, but the prac- 
tice is inhuman and impolitic. Both teams and 
men are often disabled where the practice is per>e- 
vered in. Rainy days, if rightly improved upon the 
farm, aside from their agency in watering the earth, 
will be reckoned among the farmer - r 1 • !• -s- 
ings. They briug to the manager of the farm a lit- 
tle breathing spell, when he may contemplate the 
progress already made in his work and lay bis plans 
for the future. At this season, when everything is 
pressing, they are particularly important. Of a do- 
zen things that need to be done, it requires a little 
time to select the piece of work that will BBtaW bv 
de ay. 

But the boys must have something to do on rainy 
days. Fishing should not be the invariable <ecrea- 
tion. If the farmer has a tool-shop and a woik- 
bench, l>oth bovs and men will be furnished with 
profitable employment when it rains. A tew tools 
are quite common upon the premises of a Yankee 
farm, and the number might be profitably enhirged. 
The influence of the frequent n?e of the saw, the 
hammer, the bit. and the plane, in mak'tni; a l*>y 
hippy, is incalculable. One sees the contrast when 
the ignorant European lal>orer is put down u|«n an 
American farm. He knows that kind of labor to 
which he has lieen trained, and is extremely awk. 
ward at everything else. The boy of the American 
farmer, if he has a work-shop to grow up in, can 
adapt himself to anv kind of mechanical labor with 
the utmost ease. His arms and fingers are supple, 
and he becomes an adept in all that he undertakes. 

This kind of physical education, which nukes a 
boy ingenious in planning and skillful in the execu- 
tion of his plans, is worth far more than any pecu- 
niary fortune. It makes a man comparatively in- 
dependent in whare\er circumstances he may lie 
placed. Pat hint down in the wilderness, and with 
an axe, saw, and auger he will construct him a 
comfortable httuse in a few days to shelter his family 
from the storm. It he seeks his fortune in the city 
he will be ready for any business that turns up; and 
if the l>eat mode >>f conducting it is not already 
adopted, he will quite likely discover it. 

Even- firmer, then, who has boys growing up 
around him, shou'.d have a snug work— hop well- 
lighted, and in winter well warmed with a st*-ve. 
The building need not be a separate one. A room 
in the crib, carriage house, or barn may be ti >ed up 
>*t BBS ill co*t for this purpose. Some farmers turn 
their kitchen into a work-shop, and here, on the 
rainy days, manufacture their yokes, ox wht;«s, and 
wbittetrees. Bat this is a heathenish practice th*t 
no good housew ife ought to tolerate, and we are 
quite «ure no considerate husband will countenace 
fat, Woman ha* her rights, and those which we are 
particularly disposed to vindicate are her rights ro 
rule in the house. The work-shop should be bv it- 
self, and order -hnuld reitrn throughout. There 
should !>e a tool chest for the smaller and nicer arti- 
cles — the bit-stock and the sets of augeisand bits 
for holes of all sizes, from one inch downward to the 
smallest gimlet hole, for the planes, the fine saw, 
the screw driver, the tack hammer, the screws and 
tacks, the chisels, the rule, the spirit level, and the 
measuring tape. 

The larger tools, the axe, saw, and aug-rs, which 
are more frequently used, should have places to 
hang or stand, so that they may be found in the 
lark if necessary. Neatness and system in the care 
of tools and other articles are learned onlv in youth. 
Thev are invaluable habits and often lead to success ( 
in life. Upon one side of the room should be a 
work liench, on which boards ten or twelve feet long 
may be planed. It should be furnished with a vice 
or wooden screw in which all small articles may lie 
held BBSt for the purpose of using the plane or the 
sl'.a 'ring knife. 

With such a room fitted up and famished with fif- 
teen or twenty dollars' worth of tools, the !>oys will 
never be at a loss for amusement and the men will 
never lack employment on rainy days. It would 
pay for itself every year aside from its influence in 
training thel>oysto" skillful labor and industrious 
habits. If the tooth or bow of a rake is broken, 
John can easily mend it. If the hoe handle breaks, 
he has a piece" of ash, well seasoned, that will make 
another. If the cart ladder gives out, he knows how. 
to put in a new slat. There will l>e hundreds of 
items of expense saved every vear by a work shop. 
With this adjunct of the farm, rainy days will be 
greater blessings to the farmer's sons than to his 
acres.— -V. }'. Time*.

The friends of agriculture were agreeably disap- 
pointed to-day by the failure of the motion to recon- 
sider the vote "bv which the bill passed that body 
making an annual appropriation of $5,000 for two 
years to the State Agricultural Society. 

The bill to repeal the act establishing the Normal 
School, with the amendments proposed by Messrs. 
Johnson and Jackson, was discussed in the House 
to-day up to the hour of adjournment. Mr. Good- 
loe, who was one of the originators of the act which 
established the school, made a powerful speech in 
favor of the system of common schools in general 
and the Normal School in particular. Capt. Penne- 
baker also made an able effort against the attempt to 
sacrifice the school, and other gentlemen followed 
for and against the bill. The House finally adjourn- 
without coining to a direct vote, notwithstanding 
various motions for the previous question and other 
attempts to stifle discussion. The bill for the repeal 
of the Normal School act has l>een made the order 
of the dav in the Senate for Thursday next. 

The old banks of the State have not yet made 
their applications for re-charter. The subject of re- 
chartering those institutions, and thus preventing 
the great reduction in the currency that would natu- 
rally accrue were those banks forced into liquidation, 
has of course been duly discussed in monetary cir- 
cles. It is not to be disguised, however, that the 
measure tore-charter would encounter formidable 
opposition, upon the ground that the banks have 
violated the spirit of their charters by usurious deal- 
ings in bills, although it is said that such dealings 
have been sanctioned by decisions of the Court of 
Appeals. It is rumored that the Senate Committee 
on Banks will shortly report bills re-chartering cer- 
tain banks of the State, containing restrictions de- 
signed merelv o define what is deemed bv the Gen- 
eral Assembly the true spirit of the old charters, 
substantially similar in character to the bill intro- 
duced in the same connection by Senator Ripley, 
during the last session of the Legislature.

C*TCol. Tnornas H. Bradford died in B >one coun- 
ty. Mo., on the 31st ult-, in the 69th year of his 
■Ma Col. B. was a native of Virginia, emigrated 
to Kentucky in 1807, and settled in Scott county. 
He represented his county in both branches of the 
Legislature. 

In the war cf 1812 he was attached to the North- 
western army under Gen. Harrison. He velunteer- 
ed as a prlcate in the company of Captain Payne,

Bu: arby should the plea-ure thus afforded be 
cootiijed to the short period of one or two inoalhs, 
when it might, with little trouhle or expense, be 
extended through the whole year? Under proper 
cultivation, the rose may be considered a constant 
blomier. In this respect, it surpasses all other 
flowers which can be grown in the open air. Th-.e 
are many varieties of this beautiful flower, wbA-ii. 
if p'o;-erly managed, will hloom rrofuSely from 
earlv spring until late autumn. And who that. ha» 
a taste for the sweet and the beautiful would willinir- 
lv forego this luxun? To do so would argue not 
only a want of retiuement, but a want of taste for 
■autre' s works. 

Many persons are deterred no doubt from the cu'.- 
tivaiion of line roses, from an apprehension that 
they are too tender for the climate, and require 
more attention than thevare willing to liestow upon 
them. Bit this is a great mistake. The rose is 
moch BMN hirdv th in many persons RMM it to 
be — it will ■rtfhHMl the wiutera at the Middle and 
Western Scites, uninjured, alnio.t without protec- 
tion. Bui as our winters are sometimes pretty •■- 
vere, and tuhject to changes, it is best to guard 
against this co ttduC MKy by throwing around the 
root of the ro e a lir.le pWertfcwi, and' this wili re- 
quire not sr.orc An MM minute's labor to the plant. I 
Lave fouu 1 that to draw up the earth, say BUM) four 
to six inches around the root of the rose, is qui'e 
ramcient. 

Indeed, this is a letter security than wrapping it 
up. aud keeping >t warm bv putting manure around 
it. I is keeps it too warm, and ciuses i: to throw 
up tender shoots l>eneath the protection. wUcfe never 
fail to l»e killed when this protection is. removed. 

Plants of any kiiid can endure almost any decree 
of cold, provided the sun is prevented Im si.i: M _ 
upon them !>efore the}- thaw ; it is the sun. and not 
the freezing, that destroy* the life of the plant. 

There is more daDger of killing roses bv keeping 
them w-o warm thsn too cold during the winter. 
They ;Lould be kepc sumeietitly warm to protect 
theiii from intense cold, and cool enough to prevent 
them from vegetating until the frost is entirely 
over. It is true the tops may be killed, but this is 
no serious disadvantage. A rose will not bluom be- 
fore it puts out a new growth, even if the 1 ist years' 
wood should not be killed. The top then, if protect- 
ed through the winter, is of no udvantage; it pre- 
vents the putting forth of more vigorous shoots from 
the root. The Host, then, by killir.1 'h- top* of the 
rose, is an advaotagt; it performs to- office of the 
knife, aud thus assists the garden* r in hi- m rk of 
pruning. It is well known, that if a rose is cat 
down every spring pretty close to t'. I ground, it will 
thro7.- up inure vigorous shoots MPl KM* iMttaY, and 
bloom prettier, than if the old wood h id remained 
untouched, either by the fro-t or the knife. It is u 
great mistake to suppose that, beesMMj a rose has 
been bitten down by the frost, i: is klileJ « even 
injured. 

Protect the root, and what is called the r.e.k or 
collar of the plant, and there is ro danger. TLis is 
a sul ject on which I can speik from experience. I 
have had growing is my garden, in the OfMB atr, 
for several years, all the varieties of the tw blsOM 
ing rose, such as the Tea, IJ-nje N ji<ette. and Bour- 
bon, and have never lost one i>y cold weather when 

protected as I toave just described, 

a gma aeai :i :« I en rara pro aim for. respecmr 
the MMMMJM BMi •>,..» at propagating the : ise, wheth- 
er it st «uld Im i hi [a own roots or on a foreign stock. 
Each method, i o ■! r>r, has its advantages and dis- 
advantages. B " win do best when budded on a 
good, thrift v, btr.jLg-jirowing stock; others, perhaps, 
wil. succeed better on their own roots. There is a 
very general prejudice existing in the minds of some 
teo'ple against budded roses, ard it is difficult, if 
not impossible, to remove this prejudice. Two ob- 
jrcti "Us are urged against the practice of budding. 
■ i-. that the bud is of ten inserted so high up ou the 
I that it cannot l>e protected, and consequently 
it i^ killed by the frost. 

Tnere is great weight in this objection, and I 
would advise my friends never to purcha.-e a rose 
that Las been budded several inches above the 
jjround. particularly if it belongs to any of the ten- 
der families. A rose should always be budded as 
near the surface of the ground as possible; and, when 
transplanted, the pnnt of innocuhttion should be 
rdiced a little below the surface, and this poirt 
being protected during the winter there is not the 
least danger of its being killed. Frequently when 
roses are worked and planted in this way ? roots will 
strik-. ..ut from the bud, and then it will have a 
doable advantage — it will have roots of its own as 
well as roots from the foreign stock. 

Another objection to budded roses is that the stalks 
are apt to throw up suckers which not only prove 
troublesome, but, like parasites, draw the nourish- 
ments from the true rose, which greatlv retards its 
growth, if it does not entirely kill it." This, it is 
admitted, is sometimes the case that the evil is not 
without a remedy. It is easy to distinguish between 
the true rose ana the sucser, and the latter should 
always 1« removed as soon as it makes its appear- 
ABce." There is a rose which has been lately intro- 
duced into our country, called the Manettie, whose 
hwtory I have not yet learned. It is of very strong 
and rapid growth, perfectly hardy, easily "cultiva- 
ted, and not liable to sucker. It' possesses all the 
characteristics of a first rate rose, on which to bud 
the finer, and, no doubt, will soon be used exclusive- 
ly for that purpoae. 

Budding on this stock will remove everv objection 
that can be urged against the practice. I have had 
considerable experience on this subject, and can say 
that, in many respects, I prefer a rose budded on a 
hardy, strong-growing stock. It is hardier, more 
thrifty, and a better bloomer. I have had them to 
die in winter when on their own roots, although 
protected, but never when budded. The reason is 
obvious, for when the top of a rose is tender the 
root is so too, in the same proportion, and when a 
tender rose is on iu own roots, and tne top should 
•be killed, the root is very apt to be killed also. But 
at may be asked, why should a budded rose be stron- 
ger and more thrifty than oae on its own roots? The 
reason is very plain: the stock on which the rose is 
budded being a strong grower, and having large 
roots, must necessarily take up more nourishment 
from the earth than a rose of small roots. Now all 
this excess of nourishment goes into the bud, and 
of course will cause it to grow more rapidly and 
make it more capable of resisting injurious influ- 
ences. But I find the prejudice against budded 
roses is so deeply rooted in the minds of some peo- 
ple that no reasoning will remove it, and the old 
adage is verified, 

"Well. I suppose we must use another old

quires % deep, strong, and rich soil to 
i it to pertectiou. If it is not naturally rich, it 
; be made so, or you will look in vain for fine 

I have found that alluvial soil, with a mixture of 
sand, is well adapted to the growth of the rose, so 
also is well rotted chip manure, leaf mould, or rich 
virgin soil from the woods. In planting a rose let a 
hole be dug, at least two feet deep, and wide enough 
to admit the roote to be extended their full length. 
Then fill the hole with some of the above-mentioned 
■mJL and plant the rose so that the neck or collar 
will be upon a level with the surface. It wiU add 



greatly to its vigor uLd growth, to give it a dressing 
of maiiu-e evtry fuli. It vill be of service also to 
take up a rose ever} - three or four years atd trani- 
pluit it, trimming the roots, and renewing the -oil 
al>out it. This seems to give it new life and vigor. 
The surface around the plant should be kept loose, 
and clear of weeds; this is of the first importance. 
I have aho found that mulching is of g.eat service, 
particularly in summer. This prevents the too j 
nrd evaporation of the moisture, and keep« the ; 
prrowad in proper condition urojr.d the rooto of the 
punt Roses should be kept well pruned. All the ; 
»:ck)v-looking branches shou!4 be removed, aud a I 
pro;>er shape jjiven to the bu*h. This not only im- 
proves it in appearance, but makes it more tlirifty, 
and increases' its blooming qualities. The proper 
nnie fi.rthi.- oj^ration is MM vtr the kuife M in | 
good order aod the rose requires it. 

To pinch osT th*JMMtMMM or seed vessels, as soon 
a- the tsQJH t«e*:in to fade, or the petals to fill, 
will be of great advantage. It will not only pMMSOOSl 
the growth of the plant, but cause it to bloom more j 
constantly. Nothing Uads more to exhaust the 
strength "cf a row than th:; Maturing of its .-<Jed. | 
However, if it i< d. si.eel to r-i»e new TOliettM, the 
seed may t»e si llered M remain until matured; they 
•ho aid then 1* carefully removed from the hi,)>. and 
planted immediately. In this way they m-y vege- 
tate the MlowfcMJ sjriag; but if they are permitted 
to dry before placed, t hoy will M vegetate for a 
yer.r, and perhaps m t at all. 

But this is a me thod of raising roses that I cannot 
recommend. It i< ottoSMHol wiih a great deal of un- 
certainty, and aft-r much care aiid anxiety our 
highest expectations may bo disappointed. It is 
better to leave th>s work to the French, who seem to 
be more successful iu hybridizing and producing new 
varieties than any other peopl". Almost all our fine 
roses are imported from that OOMUtl/. 

I shall now give a deseru«non of such roses as I 
consider really line and wo rthy of cultivation: 

1st. Remunt'tiU 7.'. «••»*. — Tins i« a new c'a-s. and. 
in some lespects, possesse ; advantages over all oth- 
ers. It is perfectly hardy, withstanding our cold- 
est winters without pro; tCtiMs. It is a hybrid l>e- 
tween the Damask at.d Bourbon, possessing ail the 
fragrance and hardiness cf the one, v ith the ever- 
blooming qualities of the other. They are not as 
ccimaut bloomers as some of the tenderer classes, 
nut. by having a variety of them, we may have a 
constant aud regular succession tf blooms fioin J une 
till Novemlier, and sometimes even later. They 
bloom periodi.-ally as their name implies, and are 
IBUOOpublo of the highest cultivation. Amateurs, 
both in England and France, are producing new va- 
rieties every year in 'his MM, as well as in all oth- 
ers, by moans of hybridization, so that, if the thing 
io pooifblo, WO may look for something finer than 
has yet b-.en produced. Tbey are known by their 
roujh and thorny appearance. 

The following are amongst the finest, viz: 

A'igusta Mie, larje pa'e rose, liue form, and very 
'•eautiful; Crvstal Paiace, large and full, flesh color; 
Da Roi, brignt red, constant btooWMF; Duchess of

3d — 7"ea Hoses — This is, perhaps, the mo=t I 
splendid class of roses: at least, it seems to be tie | 
general favorite amongst rose-anuteurs. Some of 
the \ arieties are fr<>e growers, but, ia general, they 
are more dwarfish in their habits than the BourlK>ns 
as well as more tender and difficult to propagate. 
They are distinguished by their peculiar fragrance, 
which is thought to bear a resemblance to that of 
green tea. The following are among the best, 
namely: 

Adam, rich rosy pink, large and fragrant; Belle 
Marguerite, rosy lilac, very distinct; Bon Silene, 
cherry red, large, and beautiful; Bougere. flesh color, 
a fine rose; Buret, deep flesh color, a srood bloomer; 
Caroline, blush suffused with pink; Clara Sylvaiu, 
pure white, vera - tine; Claudia, a beautiful creamv 
blush; Com de Paris, pale rose color, very beautiful; 
Devcniensis, creamy white, large, at.d always per- 
fect. This is the Tea rose in the superlative degree, 
and stands at the head of its class, and perhaps u 
cannot lie excelled. It possesses all the characte- 
ristics of a first-rate rose; Duchess deMecklenlwurg. 
creamy yellow, very fine; Chevalier de Amour, 
creamv white, strong grower; Eugene Jovin, white, 
sometimes edged with pink; II}iiienec, straw color, 
a good bloomer; Josephine Malton, white, a splendid 
rose; La Pactole, straw color, very pretty; La Syl- 
phide, delicate blu-h. one of the be»t: Lyonais, rose 
pink, large and fine; Madame Breon, rosy blush, a 
tine rose; Madame Breavauy, very beautiful; Mad- 
ame Desprez, pure white, very fragrant; Mansais, 
buff color, large and full; Melville, rosy blush, 
shaded with crimson; Priocesse Marie, deep rosy 
color, l>eautiful; Strombis, rosy white, large and 
full; Triumph de Luxembourg, flesh color, tinged 
with salmon, a splendid rose; Safrano, saffion color, 
the bud, when just expanding, cannot be sur- 
passed. 

Bengal Roses — This family includes some of our 
finest roses. Their colors are very brilliant, al- 
though generally they possess but little fragrance, 
and in this respect chiefly they are distinguished 
from Tea roses. The following are our favorites: 

Cels Multiflora, pink, a profuse bloomer; Chame- 
leon, color changeable, fine; Cramoisie, superior, 
velvet crimson; Icterose, creamy white, yellow cen- 
ter; Indica, or Daily Rose, deep" pink; Lady Warren- 
der, pure white; Louis Phillippe, deep crimson, pink 
center; Madam Hersent, bright rose, large and fine; 
Prince Eugene, amaranth, large; Purple Crown, 
rich velvet crimson; Queen of Lombardy, cherry 
red; Triomphe de Grand, rich crimson. 

Noisette Roses. — This class derives its name from 
Mr. Noisette, of South Carolina, who is believed to 
have originated it, about the year 1815. It blooms 
in clusters, and hence all roses of this habit are call- 
ed Noisette. They are generally rapid growers, and 
include some of the most splendid roses in cultiva- 
tion. They are distinguished by their cluster-bloom- 
ing habits. The following are some of the best: 

Aiinee Vibert, pure white, dwarfish; Cora L. Bar- 
ton, rosv pink, a good rose; Champuey Clu*ttr, 
bright pink; Chromatella, or Cloth of Gold, a large 
yellow rose, one of the most splendid jrrown; Gold 
of Ophir, reddish copper, very distinct; Herbemont'fl 
White Musk Cluster, white; Jaune Desprez, buff 
and sulphur, one of the sweetest of roses; Lamar- 
que, white, with straw colored centre, a tine rose; 
Madame Byrne, pale straw; Phaloe, white, shaded 
with rose; Prudence. Roeser, pinkish white; Sir 
Walter Scott, bright rose color; Solfatare, straw 
color, said to be a seedling from Lamarque, and a 
twin sister of Chromatella, a fine fragrance. 

Once Blooming, or Hardy Roses —MlcrophiUa.— 
Carnea, pink or flesh color; Alba Oderata, creamy 
■white, very fine. 

Most Roses. — These, although they bloom but 
once, are so beautiful that no collection of roses can 
be perfect without them. They are easily distin- 
guished by the messy appearance of the buds. The 
following are some of the best :
